issued by President McKinley. re- 
questing the 
holding 
of 
special 


thanksgiving services for the success 
of our array aud navy, a union thanks- 
giving meeting .was held at Bigelow 
M. E. church last 
evening. 
All 


Saints, First Baptist, First Presby- 
terian, Sixth Street M. E. church and 
Bigelow 
churches rilled the large 


audience room of the church to its 
fullest capacity. Rev. M. W. Acton 
acted as chairman. 
After the sing- 


ing of "America," led by a quartette 
composed of L. W. ISragdon, Frank 
Alderson, Mrs. Pearl Selby .ind Miss 
Margaret Shore, and the singing oi' 
a solo by Miss Margaret Shore, of 
Ironten, Rev. J. W. Herron was in- 
troduced. He said the formation of 
the plans leading to the discovery of 
this country was the work of God. 
In the rapid development of the 
country God should have the praise. 
This is God's country, and in the 
present war God is leading and should 
have the praise. 
There is no danger 


of the powers of Europe interfering, 
as these powers are too much inter- 
ested, in this country. 
They know 


they are planted here. 
The people of 


almost every country form a part of 
this "E Pluribus Unum" (many in 
one). The success of this country is 
God's work. The political and social 
atmosphere of the world had reached 
a condition that required the arbitra- 
tion of God to relieve. Rev. Herron 
suggested the organization of relief 
societies to furnish the soldiers with 
such things as ' they 
necessarily 


needed. 
A meeting for this purpose 


was called for Tuesday afternoon at 
All Saints chapel. 


Rev. Tuttle, of the Baptist church, 


was next introduced, lie said that 
the hand of God could be seen in the 
formation of this country, also in its 
development. 
And when the 
diffi- 


culties of the present conflict have 
been settled we shall see the hand of 
God as we see it now. Missionaries 
have in years gjne by been sent to 
the Isle of Spain in God's interest, 
yet they were not kindly received and 
were at times arrested and thrown 
into prison. God is now paving the 
way and opening the door for the ^ad- 
vancement of Ghrsitianity, and the 
time is near at hand when these 
island will ^be magnificent"fields for 
missionary 
work. 
The 
wonderful 


work achieved by the army and navy 
of this country in the present crisis 
show the hand of God. The complete 
destruction of the Spanish navy and 
without the loss of a single vessel up- 
on our part would indicate the direc- 
tion of God. God directed Dewey as 
he directed the Mayflower. 
\V~e have 


been saying to other posvers, let us 
alone. This time has gone by, and 
from this time on, as a Christian na- 
tion, under the guidance and direction 
of God, this nation will be employed 
to assist in Christianizing the world. 
Our missionaries shall he in every 
country and be recognized. The pres- 
ent conflict was brought for this pur- 
pose. To these people there is more 
gospel in our thirteen-inch guns than 
in our small bore preachers.

God's country and God is leading his 
people. 


Dr. D. S. Tappan was next intro- 


duced. He said: "While God should 
have the praise, we should not forget 
that the American soldier was on the 
field and did great work toward gain- 
ing the great victory. The army and 
navy are entitled to great praise, but 
we cannot lose sight of the great/ God 
of battles, and we have a man in the 
Presidential chair who recognizes the 
leadership of God. There are many 
reasons why God should have the 
praise. 
God leads in paths we do not 


choose, lie 
works in mysterious 


ways. When this war'began- we would 
have been satisfied with the freedom 
of Cuba. 
Now we recognize that 


much more can be done for the ad- 
vancement of Christianity. This war 
has brought all sections together. 
The North and the South sing "The 
Star Spangled Manner" and "Dixie" 
from the same platform. 
The time 


is at hand when great victoires will 
be on for Christ. Cuba, Porto Rico, 
the Philippines and Canaries 
will 


soon be taught the gospel of Christ. 
Whatever may be done with these 
islands God's word will take a foot- 
hold there. Prior to 1852 the inhabi- 
tants of the Canary Islands were the 
most savage people in the world. 
God's missionaries were doing good 
work toward civilizing and Christian- 
izing them until 1880, when Spain 
entered a claim to the islands and 
got control of them. This put an end 
to the missionary work. 
This war 


will end in opening all these islands 
to the gospel of Christ. It is also 
bringing the Anglo-Saxon and Eng- 
lish speaking people together.

United States^and Great^Britain will

For the Rebuilding of the 


Burgess Plant. 


A New Company to Be Formed and 


May Rebuild Here. 


Mr, York Arranging to Retire Active- 


ly from the Management of the 


Mill—Scheme Talked of Now. 


It is undertsood that Mr. Levi D. 


York lias practically decided upon liis 
plans for tlie future in reference to 
the JBurgess mill, and the outlook for 
the rebuilding of the mill in this city 
is now very encouraging. 


Mr. York, himself, is very anxious 


to practically retire from business. 
He hopes to leave in a few days with 
his wife and two daughters for an ex- 
tended European trip. They will be 
gone six or eight months. In the 
meantime the rebuilding of the mill 
will be carried on by a company con- 
sisting of Mr. Eaymond D. York, Mr. 
Frank Vincent, Mr. M. H. Longfel- 
low, Capt. Adam Buch and a few 
others. They will have the active 
management of the business in the 
future, with Mr. York exercising a 
general supervision over the whole 
business. 
He will turn over to the 


new company all the machinery and 
foundations of the old Burgess. 


The location of the new mill has 


not yeb been definitely decided upon. 
The plan under consideration is to 
secure an option on the Damarin 
farm and buy outright. 
It will then 


be divided into lots, after the land 
needed by the mill has been laid out. 
It is estimated that two hundred lots 
will be for sale at $200 each and this 
money will go to the mill compauv. 
They will push actively the work of 
rebuilding, and it is said that the 
mill will be much bigger than the old 
one. The steel works on Front street 
will also be moved to the East End, 
near the main plant. This is the 
plan under consideration now , and if 
the proper interest is manifested by 
Portsmouth citizens the mill will stay 
in Portsmouth.

THB-DO'NS ARRIVE. 


They Are Brought lu by the Auxiliary 


Cruiser St. Louis. 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 11.—At 8 


o'clock Sunday morning the auxiliary 
cruiser St. Louis arrived here with 
746 Spanish prisoners. 


Captain Eulate.who was commander 


of the Vizcaya, and is among the pris- 
oners, is quite ill, having been wound- 
ed in the head during the battle of 
Santiago. 


All of the Spanish com missioned offi- 


cers have been on parole and had the 
freedom of the ship with one excep- 
tion, and he was the governor of San- 
tiago de Cuba, who was trying to es- 
cape from the city on Admiral Cerve- 
ra's ship when she was destroyed on 
that memorable morning of July 3. 
He refused to sign the parole papers, 
and was consequently confined in one 
of the cabins under guard. 


The prisoners, as well as nearly all 


the Spanish officers, are dressed in 
clothes of every description, as most 
of them had come aboard with very 
little clothing, and what they were 
wearing was given them by the officers 
and men of the American fleet. 


Admiral Cervera remained in his 


cabin during the trip, and says he was 
situated very pleasantly on the boat 
and received nothing but the kindest 
and most considerate treatment from 
both officers and men ever since he 
was taken prisoner. 


He had not been feeling well for the 


past three or four days, but expected 
to be all right in a short time. He 
presents the appearance of a broken- 
hearted man, and keenly feels the loss 
of his fleet, containing the pick of the 
Spanish navy. 


On the way up from Santiago a num- 


ber of the Spanish seamen said they 
had had enough of fighting, at least 
with the Yankees.
